The Publishers’ Pul Pulp and Paper 


Company States Its Case. 


It Asks the American Newspaper Publishers’ Association 
to Take an Interest in Its Affairs—The Associa- 
tion Appoints a Committee to Investigate— 
Estimated Cost of Producing Paper. 


The Publishers’ Pulp and Paper Company, which pro- 
poses to supply paper to its bondholders at a very low 
figure, was formally recognized by the American News- 
paper Publishers’ Association at one of the latter’s busi- 
ness meetings held in New York last week. This came 
about by the appointment of a committee of three mem- 
the Association to investigate the plans for a 
huge co-operative paper mill or mills to be run in the 
interests of publishers. The gentlemen selected to look 
into the matter are Don C. Seitz, business manager of the 
New York World; William Livingston, of the Detroit 
Journal, and J. B. Townsend, of the Philadelphia Press. 
This committee was given power not only to consider the 
proposition relating to a co-operative mill, but also to 
consider propositions regarding paper supply from other 
concerns, 

The their own paper was 
brought to the attention of the Association by W. J. 
Smith, president of the Publishers’ Pulp and Paper Com- 
pany, who upon invitation described in detail the plan of 
his company to supply the newspaper publishers of the 
country with their paper at about 114 cents per pound. Mr. 
Smith went into the cost of production, quoting the actual 
cost per ton of each item entering into the manufacture 
From these he assured the members of 
the Association that they could get their supplies at the 
above figure if they purchased bonds in his company. 
The sale of these bonds is to be on the basis of $5,000 for 
each ton of paper desired each day by the individual pub 
lishers. Mr. Smith declared that his company could sup 
ply 500 tons of paper per day by the spring of next year 
In regard to the cost of manufacture it is reported that 
Mr. Smith read tables of figures to prove that ordinary news 
paper can be produced as low as $17.24 per ton. To this

MOST PAPER MARKETS QUIET. 


Holyoke Millis Running Full Time— Western Mills Are 
Fairly Busy—Most Jobbers Report That Orders 
Are Not Plentiful, 





Most of the men in the New York paper market agree 
in saying that “things are quiet.” There are a few, how- 
ever, who state positively that they have no fault to find 
with the amount of business which they are doing. Among 
these are to be found representatives of the news, book 
and manila branches of the trade, in both its manufactur- 
ing and selling divisions. The sales’ agents of a number 
of the leading mills report that they are sold ahead for 
some time, and that they cannot complain about the way 
orders are coming in. Notwithstanding these statements, 
the general feeling of the market is one of dissatisfaction, 
both with the volume of business and also with ruling 
quotations. This week some of the smaller Eastern 
news mills have offered to take orders on a basis of 
2.20c. and 2.15c. f. o. b. New York. Certain Western 
mills have sent in quotations as low as 2.05c. f. o. b. mill. 
The sales agents of two of the large news paper manufac- 
turing companies say that they have all they can do at 
about the old figures of 2%c. for carload orders, and 
about 2%c. on big contracts. Last week a repre- 
sentative of one of these companies said that if a large 
desirable contract were to be placed now the buyer could 
probably get his paper at 2.15c. New York. The same 
gentleman said that he sold a number of carloads the week 
before at 2.20c. f. o. b. New York. Representatives of the 
independent mills have taken exceptions to these figures, 
pointing out the fact that the grade, weight and dimensions 
were not given. -If all the details of such sales were 
given they say that, everything considered, their quota- 
tions of 2.30c. to 2.50c. would not be looked upon as being 
too high. The situation in the book paper market has not 
changed materially from that reported last week. Buyers 
continue to take a very independent attitude, and inva- 
riably reply that they can get a better grade than the one 
being offered at less money. Just how much they fail to 
say. This week the old rumors about contracts being 
closed for super at less than 3%c. are revived. Dili- 
gent search fails to locate such alleged sales. With re- 
gard to manilas the majority opinion is that, except possi- 
bly on the very best grades, the demand for them is 
sluggish, and that prices continue weak. This may be the 
whole truth, still the statement of one of the largest job 
bers in manilas would seem to indicate a different condi- 
tion. This gentleman said: ‘With us the month of Feb- 
ruary will figure up all right; it will even go ahead of 
February of last year, which, by the way, was a tip-top 
month. So as far as we are concerned, we have no com- 
plaint to make. However, we do hear some kicks about 
poor business from our competitors.”

In manilas and wrappings busi- 
ness has improved somewhat the past week, so say deal- 
ers, while prices have ruled fairly steady, although present 
prices are about % cent below the prices ruling a year 
ago. Book papers are still very much unsettled and some 
very low quotations are at times reported Last week 
bids were opened for the furnishing of writing papers for 
the public schools of this city. Figures were submitted by 
three city jobbers and by the J. L. Hammett Company, 
dealers in school supplies, to whom the contract was 
awarded at a lump price $100 below the lowest bid of the 
jobbers. The contract calls for about $6,000 worth of writ- 
ing paper. From the manufacturers’ end business is said 
to be very good at the present time, that is on some 
grades—writing papers and manilas.

the market is a falling one—largely through the efforts of 
certain houses with much stock and little capital to turn 
reams into notes—and buyers act as they always do in the 
time of failing prices. They hesitate and defer, hoping to 
be tempted with yet lower rates. 

A canvass of the trade does not disclose reasons for be- 
lieving that there will be a further decline. The outlook 
in the business world generally is encouraging. ‘Fhe na- 
tional policy is fixed. Prosperity is ahead, and prices being 
as low as ever they were, it is safe to predict that they will 
not go down. Many of the dealers, acting on these prem- 
ises, are endeavoring to infuse activity into demand. But 
their efforts are handicapped by the irresolution of their 
weaker brethren. 

If ever there was made apparent in the Quaker City the 
necessity for united action—such a programme, for in- 
stance, as an organization of the trade acting unitedly could 
insist on—that time is now. But the plan of a trade or- 
ganization has been so often tried in the past, and in the 
days when there existed a number of irresponsible houses 
now no longer extant, that it does not seem possible now 
to bring the dealers together for mutual benefit. 

Within a few days a certain house decided to dispose of 
a miscellaneous assortment of odds and ends of news man- 
ufactured of the cheapest of material while preparations 
were being made to start the machines on better qualities 
of book paper. Low price wag the attraction for imme- 
diate purchases. The paper could not be used by the reg- 
ular newspapers, but printers, who, prevented by the waste 
paper ordinance from issuing advertising handbills, are 
publishing dodgers in the form of patent insides news 
sheets, were ready purchasers at a price but a trifle above 
2 cents. 

Despite the fact that certain other houses understood the 
conditions, they actually made an effort to compete in price 
in order not to lose sales: A trade organization might have 
been effectual in bringing about concerted action and a 
maintenance of prices. There was no organization, no con- 
certed action, and a reign of price slashing set in, whose 
end is not yet. 

Demand for wrapping paper has fallen off and prices are 
weak. For building papers there is no request, and none is 
expected until about March 20, and quotations are largely 
nominal. Book papers are in light inquiry, and in many 
cases prices are hard to maintain. A representative of Dill 
& Collins says that the firm has enough orders secured in 
the ordinary course of business to keep its mill busy until 
E. R. G.

Fairly Active Chicago Trade.

There has been a fair week among the Chicago jobbers. 
There has been a good average demand for writing papers, 
and perhaps a better than average demand for the better 
grades. Books are said to be in somewhat better demand 
than they have been of late. Much work among the 
printing houses is the cause of whatever increased de- 
mand there may be. All grades of wrapping papers are 
finding a ready sale and a stiff market. Manilas in all 
grades are unchanged in price from last week’s quota- 
tions. The market is firm and the demand is good. 
There is, strange to say—or, perhaps, not strange to say— 
some little complaint that the demand for news is not 
what it should be. The prices, however, are the same as 
they were last week, with some shading on large or long 
contracts. The situation among the straw board makers 
is about the same. The effect of the closure of the mills 
is being felt somewhat already, because it has taken much 
straw board off the market. The demand is less, how- 
ever, than it ought to be. M. 





No Particular Change at Appleton. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Appueton, Wis., February 25.—So far as the business 
situation in this valley is concerned nothing particularly 
new has developed within the past week. Diligent in- 
quiry among the mills seems to indicate that different 
grades of paper are faring differently. Mills making a 
specialty of flat papers report that business ig entirely 
satisfactory and that they are using every effort to dis- 
patch it and keep abreast of orders. The demand for the 
higher grade goods, they say,.is particularly good and 
well sustained, and that in some cases they have been 
obliged to turn down desirable business because deliveries 
could not be made when wanted. This is one side of the 
picture. Manufacturers of lower grade papers do not talk 
quite so enthusiastically and their reports indicate the 
condition of business as from “fair” to “quiet.” Book 
papers seem to be a particularly weak spot, and it is said 
that in general the demand for news, manila and fibre 
papers is not as urgent as the makers would like to have 
it. Prices, however, except, perhaps, in the case of book 
papers, are being wel] sustained, and so far as is ob- 
servable about the premises mills are getting out full 


product. A freight man of this city who has been ac- 
quainted with conditions hereabouts for many years told 
your correspondent that the freight business with the 
mills last January was larger than for any month 
previously of which he had knowledge. Fox River. 





Miami Valley Mills Busy. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 


Dayton, Ohio, February 25.—There has been little 
change in the market the past few days. Prices still re- 
main in a somewhat unsatisfactory state with prospects of 
an improvement at no distant date. Writings and books 
are in lively call; also wrappings and some of the cheaper 
grades. The mills have been as busy as the manufactur- 
ers wish and this is about as much as they can expect. 
The season is far advanced and it is admitted that some 
disappointments in the matter of the price list have been 
the result, but a hopeful view of the situation is taken. 

None of the straw board mills will close despite the re- 
port that the American had given such orders. At least 
those mills in this section will not suspend. All of the 
mills have a sufficient quantity of straw on hand, most of 
the raw product coming from Indiana and Kentucky, the 
nearest points. Straw papers remain the same in price 
and the mills have been fairly active. 

That the trade has unlimited confidence in the future is 
evidenced by the preparations for enlargements and re- 
pairs, the latter usually including additions to plants. The 
machinery plants are working on orders from various 
parts of the country and report a substantial trade. 

During the week just closed the box and novelty con- 
cerns have reported an increased trade, though the rush is 
not expected for some time. Considering all facts in con- 
nection with the general trade, the situation is not unsea- 
sonable. The improvement in the matter of prices is 
bound to come, whereas in some mills there could scarcely 
be a greater demand, and this is true not only of the 
cheaper but the better grades as well. M. V. 


TRADE TOPICS ABROAD. 


British Paper Market Quiet—Mechanical Pulp More Active 
—Chemical Pulp Slow—The Board of Trade Returns 
—French Pulp Importations. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL. ] 


Lonpon, February 15.—The paper market continues 
very quiet and as a rule happenings are of a very ordinary 
and routine character. 

Mechanical pulp is in somewhat better demand, and for 
prompt delivery buyers are more plentiful Prices are 
firm, with dry white pine quoted at £6 15s. to £7. 

Chemical pulps are rather slow, buyers being free, but 
as makers are well sold ahead prices are maintained well. 
Unbleached sulphite, first quality, is quoted at £9 15s. to 
£i0, and bleached sulphite, first quality, at £12 10s. to 
£13 10s, 

The market for chemicals continues quiet. Ammonia 
alkali is in fair request, 58 per cent. being quoted at £4 
17s. 6d. to £5 2s. 6d. Caustic soda is steady, 76-77 per 
cent. standing at £11 to £11 10s. Bleaching powder is 
quoted at £7 to £7 7s. 6d. for soft wood on rails. 

The British Wood Pulp Association recently petitioned 
the Board of Trade to make a separate classification of 
chemical and mechanical pulp and dry and wet pulp in 
its monthly report of importations. A. C. Wood, princi- 
pal of the Statistical Office, London, has stated that “no 
alteration is intended to be made in the heading of ‘wood 
pulp’ as it now appears in Monthly Trade Returns in 1901, 
but in the annual Statement of Trade for 1901 the head- 
ings will be shown in full detail, provided, of course, the 
recommendations be sanctioned.” It will be June or July 
1902, before the annual Statement of Trade for 1901 is pub- 
lished, and the figures then will be of little value except 
for comparative purposes. It is not certain that the Board 
of Trade Returns for the year 1902 will contain the re- 
vised classification, as the subject will be brought before 
the revising committee next autumn, and the change will 
depend upon whether a general compliance has been given 
to the requirements lately brought before the importers 
of wood pulp by the British Wood Pulp Association. 

The importations of mechanical pulp into France dur- 
ing last year amounted to (in round numbers) 78,461 

4ons, as against 86,078 tons in 1899, and 92,579 tons in 
1898. The retrograde movement shown in this branch 
is accounted for by the equally steady rise in the imports 
of chemical pulp, which were 56,161 tons last year, as 
compared with 46,424 tons*in 1899, and 40,479 tons in 
1898. It is a curious coincidence that the total quantity 
of pulp imported in 1899 was practically the same as in 
1898, the decrease of mechanical being almost exactly 
balanced by the increase in chemical. Last year, again, 
though there was a slight gross increase, it only amounted 
to about 1% per cent. for the twelve months. Briton.

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SOUTH AMERICAN TRADE. 


A Buyer from Brazil Explains Why Under Normal Con- 
ditions Orders for Paper from His Country Go to 
Europe Instead of Coming Here. 


E. Vanorden, senior partner of the American firm of 
Vanorden & Co., printers, publishers and importers of 
paper and printing materiai, at Sau raulo, Brazil, who is 
now on a visit to this country, writes as follows:

Editor Paper Trade Journal: 

Dear Sir—Having become acquainted during my stay 
in this city with your valuable paper, having seen the first 
copy at the International Paper Company’s offices, I beg 
leave to state that for want of regular and rapid mail facili- 
ties between the United States and Brazil we are obliged, 
even if qualities, prices and conditions are the same, to 
send our orders to Europe. We do business with the first 
paper manufacturers in Europe, and remit annually about 
$30,000 for paper and stationery, simply because we can 
rely on a rapid and regular transmission of the mails by 
English, French and German steamers subsidized by their 
respective governments. These ships bring us the neces- 
sary documents in time to take out the goods within 
twenty-four hours of the steamer’s arrival, which have the 
privilege of being taken direct from the ship, without en- 
tering the Brazilian custom house. As there are no reg- 
ular mail steamers between New York and Brazil (except 
a fortnightly steamer of Lamport & Holt), the documents 
are forwarded by the freight steamer that carries the goods, 
and if parties live only a few miles from the seacoast they 
cannot take out the goods on time to prevent paying 
heavy storage. 

When in Washington last week I called on the Presi- 
dent, and conferred with Secretary of State Hay, Senator 
Hanna and others on the urgent necessity of having better 
facilities for the transmission of the mails and the trans- 
portation of passengers, and pointed out that no steamship 
company could afford to employ 16 knot steamers to 
South America for mails and passengers without a subsidy 
irom the Government. Paying 3 cents for every letter 
carried is not enough to justify the expenditure of coal, 
&c. All agreed with me. Mr. Hay stated that several 
important Brazilian firms had cailed upon him on the 
same errand, and that a fast line of steamers between 
North and South America was of the highest necessity. 

The prices of paper here being at the present lower than 
in Europe, I have placed orders with the International 
Paper Company and others, but as soon as prices go 
down in Europe we shall be compelled to return to our 
friends on the other side of the water. No nation can 
expect to do a general export trade on a large scale 
unless it has great mail facilities, and if the United States 
desires a large share of the South American trade a liberal 
subsidy should be granted to a company able to put on 
the line 16-knot first-class steamers, which in a very few 
years would amply repay the outlay. Business men like 
to see each other and shake hands with each other, and do 
in an hour’s conversation than in three years’ 
correspondence. Good, rapid steamers would foster that’ 
intercourse. But if there are no first-class steamers, and 
people are in danger of remaining on the sea forty-two 
days, as happened on two different occasions to two of 
my personal acquaintances, they prefer to go to Bordeaux 
or Southampton, and make the trip from Rio de Janeiro 
in sixteen or seventeen days.

Folding Box Patent Suit. 


The patent suit of the National Folding Box and Paper 
Company, of New York and New Haven, Conn., against the 
Brown & Bailey Company, paper box manufacturer, of 
Philadelphia, Pa., was decided in favor of the former com- 
pany at Philadelphia last week. The patent concerning 
which infringement was charged is known as the Wilson 
patent, issued October 9, 1883, on a loose lever clutch for 
use in folding boxes. This is the third time the Wilson 
patent has been upheld in the courts. The two other cases 
were against Robert Gair, of Brooklyn, N. Y., and Alex- 
ander C. Robertson, of Montville, Conn. An accounting of 
the books of the defendant company goes with the victory 


of the complainant. But as the patent has expired an in 
junction could not be awarded. Suits for infringement of 
the same invention are now pending against the estate of 
C .M, Robertson, of Montville, Conn., and against the Kin 
nard Manufacturing Company, of Dayton, Ohio. The pat 
ent attorney for the National Folding Box and Paper Com 
pany is Walter D. Edmonds, of 31 Nassau street, New 
York. He has made a wonderful record in these patent 
suits, having been successful in all those brought by that 
company for infringement.

Troubles of the Ontario Parliament.

What I want to say is 
this: Everyone should be invited to put in a public 
tender.- The circulars were probably sent to the favored 
friends of the Government.” 

The Premier replied that neither the lowest nor any 
tender would necessarily be accepted. He thought that 
the sending out of circulars was a very good means of 
finding out the value of our timber. 

The member said that the Government's idea of de- 
veloping New Ontario was to give it away in piecemeal 
In connection with the Algoma Central grant of 7,400 
acres to the mile, assuming that there were ten cords of

Any Attempt to Enforce It Will Probably Meet with Stren- 
uous Opposition—Manufacturers Object on the 
Ground of Expense.

It is probable that any attempt on the part of the mill 
operatives to reduce the number of working hours will be 
met with strenuous opposition on the part of the manu- 
facturers, on the ground of increased expense in operating 
the mills. From the standpoint of the manufacturer it is 
not believed that the time is yet ripe for the reduction of 
the working hours in the shifts, unless the tour workers 
are willing to take a reduction in their compensation. An 
average machine tender now is paid, say $3 per working 
day, whether he is running on a day or night shift. The 
machine tenders therefore receive $6 on a twenty-four 
hour run, whereas with three shifts of men they would re- 
ceive $9. It is not likely that the change will come at 
once in this city, but the paper makers’ union believes 
that such a change will prove beneficial alike to manufac- 
turer and employee, and that the increased cost of produc- 
tion would be more than made up in other directions, and 
they suggest that the price of paper could be proportion- 
ately advanced to meet the extra expense, provided all of 


the mills would agree to such a move. FERRY. 


Litigation Over Stock Transfer. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Dayton, Ohio, February 25.—The case of Henry M. 
Schmuck against the Crume & Sefton Company, a paper 
concern formerly located here, and which merged into an 
Eastern concern, for $7,500, an action on stock, was on 
hearing for a number of days in the Common Pleas Court 
in this county, and was placed in the hands of the jury 
Saturday. The jury returned a verdict in favor of the 


plaintiff, and fixed his damages in the sum of $6,737.67. 
The suit was brought to recover damages on a loan made 
to the late George P. Hoffman, a publisher and manufac- 
turer, in the sum of $7,500. There were a number of in 
tricate law points, and Judge Dustin exercised considerable 
care in the preparation of his charge. It appears that the 
Crume & Sefton Company sold out to the Carter-Crume 
Company, and the consideration for the sale was the ac- 
ceptance of stock in the new company. It appeared, also, 
from the testimony that no attention was paid to the stock 
held by Mr. Schmuck as collateral, although the plaintiff 
claims that the company had constructive notice of the fact 
that such stock was in existence. In his instructions to the 
jury the judge practically charged that they should find for 
the plaintiff if they found that the company had notice of 
the assignment of the stock to Mr. Schmuck and assess 
damages accordingly. The case was bitterly fought and 
may be carried to a higher court. M. V.

Southern Apalachian Forest Reserve. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Wasuincton, D. C., February 25.—The bill which has 
been introduced looking to the establishment of a forest 
reservation in the Southern Apalachian Mountains has 
received a favorable report at the hands of the Senate 
Committee on Forest Reservations; the measure is also 
advocated by the National Board of Trade, by the Ameri- 
can Association for the Advancement of Science, and by 
the American Forestry Association, as well as by many 
minor organizations. The region in question contains the 
greatest variety of hardwood trees to be found in any part 
of the United States, and a very careful study has been 
made of the proposed reserve by the Agricultural Depart- 
ment, which was made possible by an appropriation of 
$5,000 for that purpose. In the region proposed to be se- 
cured for this purpose would be the head waters of all the 
streams used for manufacturing and navigation purposes 
in Virginia, West Virginia, North and South Carolina,

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region are white pine, loblolly pine, pitch pine, scrub 
pine, Table Mountain pine, Shortleaf pine, black and red 
spruce, hemlock and Carolina hemlock, and the various 
firs and cedars, in addition to a very large list of noted 
hardwoods mB.

Streams Low All Through New England.

At Bradford, Vt., water has been scarce for the past few 
weeks, the mills there getting their supply from the Waits 
River. The mills at Bristol, N. H., are running on very 
limited time, owing to the failure of Newfound Lake to 
give the water needed. The Merrimac River is very low, 
being a foot below the dam last Saturday at Manchester, 
N. H., and at Lawrence, Mass., with no improvement on 
Monday of this week, notwithstanding the natural feeding 
of the river for twenty-four hours when no water was 
being used. Little improvement can be looked for until 
milder weather prevails, as everything is frozen up in the 
northern part of New England.

The Kimberly & Clark Company’s Burned Plant. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppLeton, Wis., February 25.—The adjustment of the 
insurance upon the damaged mill of the Kimberly & Clark 
Company, at Kimberly, is still in progress. The total in- 
surance upon the burned portion amounts to $197,000. A 
member of the company stated to your correspondent that 


A. B. Tower, of New York, was expected here the first of 
the week to look over the ground and suggest what ought 
to be done in the way of rebuilding and re-equipping the 
plant. Until his arrival here everything will be held in 
abeyance. It will certainly be the purpose of the company 
to restore the mill on a scale of at least equal efficiency, and 
it would be in accord with the policy of the company to 
make the new mill larger and better in all respects than the 
old. The principal difficulty anticipated is in securing any- 
thing like prompt delivery of machinery. It is understood 
that machinery firms have their output contracted for long 
in advance, and it is feared it will be impracticable to get 
the new Kimberly mill started before next fall. All the 
members of the fire departments of Appleton, Neenah and 
Kaukauna who were in service at the Kimberly fire re- 
ceived from the company last week checks for $10 each, 
and a check for $100 was sent to the widow of Chief An- 
derson, of Appleton, who fell dead of heart disease at the 
fire. Fox RIver. 


Spruce Scarce in Michigan. 

Marquette, Mich., February 25.—A number of the more 
prominent lumbermen of the upper peninsula would like to 
get possession of a few tracts of good spruce. This timber 
is becoming rather scarce and there is very good money in 
it at this time, and it is believed that there will be even 
better money to be made on it a-few years hence. The up- 
per peninsula has been searched from one end to the other 
for spruce within the past few years, but there is not a 
great deal of it to be had. A few good tracts still remain, 
but the owners do not seem disposed to part with them. 

A prominent logger recently stated that those who are 
handling spruce this winter are making more money out of 
it than at any previous time. A few years ago, he said, the 
larger firms would not touch spruce. They are all buying 
it now, and can make good money on it, even when they 
have to ship it by rail. 

It is said that some of the operators who have been get- 
ting out spruce in this section this winter have sold at a 
lower figure than they would have got had they held on for 
a few weeks longer. Some have sold as low as $3.75 per 
cord on cars or in the streams, while others have received 
from 25 to 75 cents per cord better. 

Among the timber to leave the rivers near here this 
spring is some spruce, though there is not as much of it as 
went out last winter. 


FoREIGN NOTESs. 





Brazil last year imported $55,000 worth of paper from 
Great Britain. 


The pulp board factory of G. Wagner, in 
Muhl, near Grappingen, Germany, has been acquired by 
the local authorities for water works. 

A paper mill is being erected at Frolmleiten, in Styria, 
Austria. The order for the paper making machine has 
been placed with J. M. Voith & Co., Heidenheim. 

The Madrid Gazette contains a royal order authorizing 
the treasury to acquire by direct negotiations 2,350 reams 
of paper required for the Spanish lottery service during 
the present year. 

As German pulp boards have advanced 3 marks the 
metre hundredweight manufacturers of gray boards con- 
sider that they ought to obtain higher prices, and think 
the present time opportune for such a movement. 

Official statistics show that in paper, card and boards 
the French exportations have fluctuated somewhat during 
the past three years, the total for last year being 28,533 
tons, as against 29,526 tons in 1899 and 27,608 tons in 
1808. 

An excellent export demand is reported for Austrian 
sulphite pulp papers and native browns. Prices have been 
advanced. The proposed combination of Austrian paper 
mills has not yet been carried through, and no definite 
results are expected before July 1. 

The German paper trade is somewhat unsettled. It is 
true that various groups have been formed to regulate the 
prices of the various grades, but considerable opposition 
has been met with from buyers. A meeting of manufac- 
turers will shortly be held in Berlin, when prices will be 
fully discussed. 

A new paper mill will shortly be in operation at Cabel 
in Westphalia, running on printings and news. The order 
for the paper making machine was placed with J. M. 
Voith & Co., Heidenheim. Arrangements have been 
made to utilize a water power of 600 horse power, con- 
trolled by the Carbidwerke, at Arnsburg. The latter un- 
dertaking, instead of producing carbide, as originally in- 
tended, will give attention to the production of sulphite

The Note Papers in Use—Match Boxes as Writing Materials 
—The Lack of Wrapping Paper—People 
Willing to Buy. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 

ILo1L0, Isla de Panay, Philippine Islands, December 23, 
1900.—Several very important changes have taken place in 
the educational mercantile situation in the Philippines dur- 
ing the last few months. Not long ago thousands of peo- 
ple in every city and town in the islands were without 
writing materials of any description. Now there has arisen 
a demand for these articles. 

The native storekeepers here count their sheets of writ- 
ing paper with great care, keeping the American customer 
waiting until he gets impatient. Then he grabs the whole 
lot, throws down about five times its value and departs, 
for who wants to stand idle for ten minutes while a native 
store keeper counts several hundred sheets of thin tissue- 
like paper? 

The note papers of the Philippine merchants are not the 
right kind for the people of these islands who are making 
an attempt to correspond with each other through the 
mails, or to do writing for other purposes. The paper as 
shipped here from Spain, China and other countries, is 
thin and easily torn by pen or pencil point, rough on its 
surface, edges irregular, and is unruled. There is not a 
store which carries ruled paper, except such as have se- 
cured stocks of stationery from the United States within 
the past few months. The natives have been working 
hard to study the art of writing during the past several 
months in every community and they would accomplish 
more if furnished with better materials with which to work. 

To illustrate the scarcity of paper for the purposes of 
writing and using the mails by the natives, I may state 
that some of the storekeepers have collected matchboxes 
and opened the sides, flattening the same, and these are 
sold at the rate of about a dozen at a half a cent apiece. 
The native does his writing on the inside of the flattened 
pieces of cardboard, and then folds the same together 


when he has finished his letter, and sends his little affair 
along through the mails, and it generally passes all right. 
Formerly there was no writing at all done by the average 
native. In a city or town of 10,000 people, for instance, 
the only persons in such places using paper and ink 
would be the president and his staff, the storekeepers and 
some of the rich classes. The common people would 
never think of using writing paper of any sort. Some of 
them, in fact nearly all of them, would not receive or 
send a letter more than a dozen times during their lives. 
Your correspondent has conversed with many apparently 
flourishing natives, who have stated that they have never 
yet received a communication by mail or sent one. 
Thousands of these people formerly never went 5 miles 
from their birthplaces. But there are wonderful changes 
occurring daily. Natives who never went beyond sight of 
the hills where they were bred are now traversing the 
country seeking to better their conditions, while the 
great majority of people, especially the young men of the 
islands, are utilizing the courier method of sending mails 
by writing letters for the first time in their lives. It is 
quite a treat for them to write a letter, drop it into a 
box, with a local stamp on it, and in a few days get a 
reply. 

It may appear singular, but the stores of the Philippines 
have been able to do business for many years without a 
sheet of wrapping paper or a ball of twine. Go into any 
store and they will hand you your purchases without wrap- 
ping them up. Confectionery, &c., they expect you to put 
into your pocket. The native custom is to wrap purchases 
in a handkerchief if small, while if bulky the articles are 
carried uncovered under the arm or on the head. Since 
the Americans have arrived and in almost every case re- 
fuse to carry articles through the streets on their heads, 
the native dealers have managed to accumulate bits of 
string and torn sheets of wrapping paper which came 
aound goods received by them, and this second-hand mate- 
rial is used for doing up your purchases. If it were pos- 
sible for the merchants to buy all they want of wrapping 
paper and twine this would not exist. They are willing to 
stock up with the ordinary outfit of wrapping stuffs used 
in American stores, but they cannot buy what is not on 


the market. Some of the large paper dealers or manu- 
facturers of wrapping papers in the United States should 
fit out a few ship loads of the article for these islands, 
where they would find that the stock would be disposed of 
at good values very rapidly. The twine question is not so 
serious, as the hempen twines of the islands can be used, 
but there are no paper mills here and very little paper, 
and all should be shipped in from the United States.

Paper Company, and S. A. Upham will continue to be 
the manager of this company. 

This company intends to make the same line of special- 
ties as heretofore. No change in the capacity of the mill 
will take place at present, though the company con- 
templates enlarging the plant in the near future, but 
nothing definite has yet been decided on. The paper mill 
building is large enough for two paper machines, and in 
all probability there will be another machine running 
besides the present one before long. F. M.

The End of an Ambitious but Unsuccessful Combination— 
The Mills Are Located All Over the Western

The Illinois properties of the Columbia Straw Paper 
Company were sold under foreclosure proceedings at 
Springfield, Ill., on February 14, by Special Master in 
Chancery George W. Dupee, of Chicago. The original 
foreclosure suit was brought in 1895 in the United States 
Circuit Court for the Northern District of Illinois by the 
Northern Trust Company, of Chicago, and Ovid B. Jamie- 
son, of Indiana, trustees for the bondholders. The com- 
pany had been organized in 1893 just before the panic, 
and was unable to weather the storm of the succeeding 
years. 

The buyer of the Illinois properties was Moses Weine- 
man, of New York city, whose bid of $40,000 was the 
highest. 

The following mills in Illinois were sold: The mill at 
Rock Falls, in Whiteside County; two in Lyndon, same 
county, and one in Sterling; one mill in Elmwood, Peoria 
County; one in Pontiac, Livingston County; one in 
Dayton, La Salle County; two in Marseilles, one in 
Streator, La Salle County; one in Rockford, Winnebago 
County; one in Riverton, Sangamon County; one in 
Rock Island, Rock Island County; one in Yorkville, 
Kendall County; one in Bristol, Kendall County; one 
in Vandalia, Fayette County, and one in St. Charles, Kane 
County, making in all seventeen mills in Illinois. 

On February 20 Mr. Dupee sold the two Indiana mills 
of the company at Knightstown and Lafayette. The con- 
sideration was $9,100, Mr. Weineman being the successful 
bidder in this sale also. 

The next sale is set for February 27, in Waterloo, Ia., 
but will be adjourned to March 11. There are several 
properties in Iowa and one in Wisconsin that will be sold 
later on. There is one mill in Lawrence, Kan., which will 
be sold by Mr. Dupee on March 13. The sale of the 
Michigan mills of the Columbia Straw Paper Company

will take place early in March, before a master in 
chancery there, and a sale will also occur soon in Ne- 
braska. 

The receiver in this case is Mr. George B. Jones, of 
Chicago, who has managed the affairs of the defunct com- 
pany since the beginning of the foreclosure proceedings,

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One Way to Cut Prices. 

Our Philadelphia correspondent in his letter published 
in this issue of THe Paper TRADE JOURNAL cites a case 
which we fear is typical of many others. 

As they were chamging over to another grade, a firm 
of manufacturers had a clearing out sale. They cleaned 
up and out a quantity of goods, not of regular weights 
and sizes, such as newspaper publishers would buy, but an 
assortment of odds and ends such as job printers could 
utilize. They offered the goods at prices that were at- 
tractive. 

This offer seems to have stirred up the competitors of 
the firm, and although the former knew that the goods 
were not of regular sizes and weights and that they were 
available only for special uses, they at once offered their 
regular goods at prices that were on an equality with those 
of the first offered lots. It is said that the competitors did 
this because they were afraid that they would “lose sales.” 

There are some sales that it is mighty good business to 
lose. There are some sales, the losing of which is the 
most profitable way of being in the transaction. So far as 
the competitors were concerned it would seeem as though 
this was one of that kind. It is just this sort of unbusi- 
ness-like proceeding that does harm to the market. The 
competitors belittled their own wares. They brought 
their regular stock down to the level of “jobs,” and by so 
doing gave buyers generally a pretext that they will not 
fail to use as an argument with those endeavoring to sell 
them paper. 

This plan of meeting prices under circumstances such 
as related is poor business. It is not good policy. It does 
not sell any larger quantity of goods, while it benefits none 


of the sellers and injures many. 


Canadian Patriotism and Paper. 

The paper and pulp industry appears to be giving 
Canada a good deal of trouble in various directions. In 
the Ontario Parliament the Opposition continues to ques- 
tion the Government concerning its method of granting 
concessions, and now comes an English paper trade 
paper, which ‘talks as follows: 


After the great outburst of alleged patriotism which has 
taken place during the last twelve months or so, it is 
rather unsatisfactory to notice the trifling quantity of 
paper which Canada is taking from that mother country 
for which she is supposed to entertain so filial a regard. 
Considering that the Dominion is, territorially speaking, 
by far our greatest colonial possession, it is certainly not 
a little disappointing to find that she only took just over 
3 per cent. of our exports of paper last month, notwith- 
standing that practically the whole of her six or seven 
millions of inhabitants are of European descent. Com- 
pare this with the British East Indies; here the population 
is of course vastly greater, but then only an infinitesimal 
proportion are Europeans, and the individual require- 
ments of the average Hindoo in.the matter of paper are 
scarcely worth speaking of. Yet this country of aliens, 
both in birth and religion, takes nearly 20 per cent. of the 
entire quantity of paper exported from Great Britain, or 
say six times as much as Canada does. In this particular, 
at any rate, Canadian patriotism seems at rather a low 
ebb. If the country swarmed with paper mills one could 
understand it, but the thirty or forty or so at present in 
that huge territory (nearly all of them in the Eastern 
Provinces) do not surely fill the wants of a great popula- 
tion so fully as to leave a large margin for export. Just 
let some of the enthusiastic shouters for closer union with 
our colonies procure the Canadian Government returns 
of imports, and see what proportion the receipts of paper 
from the United States bear to those from Great Britain. 
The fact seems to be that some of our colonial brethren 
can talk a lot about the unity of feeling between us ana 
our kin over the sea, but when it comes to placing an 
order that is quite a different matter, and in five cases 
out of six perhaps the man from “over the boundary” 
gets, and imperial considerations can go hang, so to 
speak. 


In other words, patriotism that leads Canadians to 
fight for the mother country in South Africa and else- 
where is all well enough in its way, but it falls into in- 
significance if those fellows who remain or are left at 
home are to buy their goods of the United States. In 
the language of the story teller, what England wants “is 
orders,” 

Under all the circumstances of the case the article on 
patriotism and paper which we quote would seem to be 
ungracious, at least. 





Compulsory Arbitration. 

There has been introduced in the New York Assembly 
a so-called compulsory arbitration bill. It “is framed on 
the lines of the New Zealand compulsory arbitration law. 

Under the provisions of this bill the State is divided into 


three districts, in each one of which there is to be estab- 
lished a Court of Arbitration. The members of these 
courts shall be appointed by the Governor, and each shall 
consist of three persons, one of whom shall have been a 
judge of the Supreme or a County Court. Of, the other 
two members one shall represent the employee and the 
other the employer. In the case of each labor dispute, the 
State Commissioner of Labor shall first try to settle it, but 
if he is unable to accomplish the desired result, then he 
shall refer the matter to the court of the district im which 
the dispute arose. 

Employees and associations of employers and incor- 
porated and unincorporated labor unions who shall register 
with the State Commissioner of Labor shall be subject 
to the jurisdiction of the law. The court is given power 
to settle disputes and enforce its decisions, and award 
damages for violations of such decisions. 

The law is compulsory only in the case of such em- 
ployers and employees as register according to the pro- 
visions of the act. In other words, it is compulsory only 
so far as are concerned those who bring themselves within 
its workings. 

Arbitration is regarded as a means whereby the settle- 
ment of very many labor disputes may be easily made, 
and should this measure become a law it will be ex- 
ceedingly interesting to watch the results of its work. 
The first requirement is that both sides to the dispute 
shall register or bring themselves within the jurisdiction 
of the court, and of course, a willingness to do this will 
largely depend upon the composition of the various courts. 
With fair minded, liberal men on the courts these bodies 
might be the means of doing a large amount of good. 


Down in Washington they are codifying the laws relat- 
ing to the postal service, and by one of the new provi- 
sions of the proposed code it is sought to compel weekly 
newspapers delivered in cities having carrier service to pay 
one or two cent postage on each copy, all others going at 
ordinary bulk postage. In other words a copy of a week- 
ly paper can be sent out into the Western wilds, or any- 
where in the United States where there is no carrier ser- 
vice for bulk postage, but to send a copy to a New York 
subscriber living across the way from the publication of- 
fice I or 2 cents per copy must be paid, according to the 
weight of the paper. The weekly papers are fighting this 
unfair provision, and they have assurances that they will 
win. If they do not, many weekly papers will have the 
finest kind of an excuse for cutting down their paper bills. 


The total value of the paper exported this week through 
the port of New York was $78,491, which represents a very 
fair week’s work. Of this amount Australia took $37,632, 
London being second with purchases amounting to $13,266, 
and Rotterdam third, her purchases aggregating $7,000. 
Other buyers were as follows: Newcastle, $3,249; Brazil, 
$2,324; British East Indies, $1,615; Antwerp, $1,498; Glas- 
gow, $1,433; Mexico, $1,373; Uruguay, $1,141; Argen- 
tine Republic, $1,109. 


A Brazilian buyer of paper, who is now in this country, 
writes to THe Paper Trape JouRNAL pointing out the rea- 
sons why, as a rule, orders for paper for use in his country 
go to Europe rather than here. He advocates a much im- 
proved steamship service, aided by subsidies, and shows the 
disadvantages that Brazilian buyers of United States pa- 
pers at present labor under. 


According to statements made to the American News- 
paper Publishers’ Association news paper can be produced 
for $17.24 a ton, and the Publishers’ Pulp and Paper 
Company is willing to sell that product to publishers at 
$33 a ton provided those publishers become financially 
interested in the company. The publishers are consider- 
ing the proposition, 


While manufacturers in other sections are having an 
ample water supply, those in New England are laboring 
under the difficulties incident to a low condition of the 
Streams. Restrictions are in force at Holyoke, and are 
lfkely to remain so for some time. 





There would seem to be a good market for paper in the 
Philippines. At present the supply is not equal to the 
demand, and the condition of affairs is pointed out in a 
letter from our correspondent which is printed on another 
page of this issue. 


New paper mills continue te be projected, and many of 
the plans are assuming material shape. Low prices in the 
paper market apparently do not discourage the investing 
of new capital in thé industry, ‘

The Dyeing of Paper Pulp. 


The literature of paper making, so far as it related to the 
department of coloring, has been extremely meagre, and 
beyond “The Dyeing of Paper Pulp,” by Julius Erfurt, 
there has beew nothing of a satisfactory character. This 
book was published in German, and paper makers who 
spoke only English were cut off almost wholly from a use 
of the work. This difficulty has now been overcome, for 
an English edition of the work has been published, the 
translation being by Julius Hiibner, F. C. S., lecturer on 
paper making at the Manchester Municipal Technical 
School. 

The book is one that is of value to every one connected 
with the coloring of paper. Its treatment of its subject 
is decidedly practical, and this may be seen at once when 
it is stated that one feature of the book is the presentation 
of samples of 157 colors in paper, the formula for stock, 
color, &c., accompanying each sample. The work treats 
of the behavior of paper fibres during the process of dye- 
ing, of mordants, of inorganic and organic colors, of the 
practical application of coal tar colors, of dyeing to shade, 
&c. 

The volume is a substantial addition to the list of books 
treating of paper making. There are only 100 copies of 
the work allotted for the United States, and orders will be 
filled by THe Paper TRADE JouRNAL. The price of the 
book is $7.50, and remittance should accompany the order. 





Canada’s Trade Commissioner in England.

Toronto, Ont., February 25.—The Canadian Manufac- 
turers’ Association, in which the pulp and paper trade of 
the Dominion is interested, has taken action in regard to 
having a trade commissioner appointed to represent 
Canada in England. A petition to the Minister of Trade 
and Commerce, at Ottawa, has been framed and for- 
warded, and some action will undoubtedly be taken very 
soon. Canada now has a trade commissioner in Aus- 
tralia, and as a consequence the trade relations between 
these two colonies are becoming closer and more business 
has resulted. The Manufacturers’ Association does not 
wish the new office, if created, to conflict with that of the 
Canadian High Commissioner in London, England. The 
object is to have a suitable person devote his whole time 
to trade questions affecting Canada and Great Britain, 
leaving political and social matters, as at present, in the 
hands of the High Commissioner. W. E. T. 


Change the Machine; Hang the Expense! 


Recently there was overheard a rather amusing bit of 
conversation between a party of gentlemen, several of them 
being interested in a small paper mill. The discussion 
had been on the general debility of the book paper trade. 
One gentleman stated that he thought their machines were 
too smal] to compete with the modern makes, whereupon 
another man who has been a stockholder of the paper mill 
for some years, remarked: ‘Well, would it not be possi- 
ble to widen our machines. As it stands it seems to me 
a matter of $600 or $700 would make the necessary altera- 
tions and put us in shape to compete with some of our 
friends using a 120-inch machine.” Think of $600 or $700 
being set apart to change the width of a paper machine 
and make a modern piece of mechanism out of it. This 
gentleman evidently has never come in contact with any- 
thing except dividends.

HERMANN WOLFF. 

Hermann Wolff, of Lewy Brothers Company, importe: 
and packer of rags, 132 Nassau street, New York city, 
died at his home in that city on February 21. The illness 
that ended fatally began in the fall of 1899, and its course 
was stayed for a time by a surgical operation. There was 
a recurrence of the trouble later, and during the last few 
months Mr. Wolff's sufferings were intense. 

Hermann Wolff was born in Coblenz, on the Rhine, 
Germany, October 21, 1840, and came to this country in 
1863. His first and only connection with the business 
of the importation of old rags was as the representative 
and head of the New York branch of one of the oldest 
and most important concerns in that line in Europe, 
Lewy Gebrueder, of Berlin and Koenigsberg. This New 
York branch was established in the latter part of 1876, 
under the style of Lewy Brothers, and has been carried 
on ever since that time by the deceased and his brother. 
In June, 1896, it was reorgarized as an incorporated 
company, under the style of the Lewy Brothers Com- 
pany, Julius Lewy being president and the deceased vice- 
president. 

Mr. Wolff deserved and had the highest esteem of all 
who came in contact with him. He was a thorough- 
going business man, of absolute integrity, and of marked 
capacity and ability. 

The funeral services were held on Saturday last, the in- 
terment being in Woodlawn. 

Mr. Wolff was twice married, and is survived by a 
widow and one son, Dr. Julius Wolff. 


Suit Over Paper Company Stock. 


Burrao, N. Y., February 25.—In the suit brought by 
Mary W. Bagley against the Pettibone Cataract Paper 
Company, Joseph T. Jones, Josephine W. Winslow and 
others, a motion has been made before Justice Kruse in 
the Special Term of the Supreme Court for an order va- 
cating the order for the examination oi the plaintiff before 
the trial. 

This action was instituted to determine the ownership of 
fifty-seven shares of stock in the paper company, valued 
at about $17,000. This stock was secured by the plaintiff, 
she claims, through Lawrence C. Woodruff, who was her 
agent in the settlement of a claim against the Pettibone 
estate at Niagara Falls. 

Mrs. Josephine W. Winslow claimed that Mr. Wood- 
ruff, her father, gave her the stock and she transferred it 
to Joseph T. Jones. 

Justice Kruse reserved decision. 


British Paper in Egypt. 


An English trade paper speaks concerning British paper 
in Egypt as follows: 

“There is a growing demand for paper in Egypt, and 
the market is one that should be cultivated by the British 
paper exporter. The total value of the imports of paper, 
books, &c., into Egypt in 1899 was £169,031, of which 
sum £16,087 represented the supplies from the United 
Kingdom. In 1898 the total imports amounted to 
£148,701, and in 1897 £149,104, Great Britain participating 
in the former year to the extent of £15,826 and in the 
latter to the amount of £13,802. It will be seen that the 
increase is small, and the demand for British manufac- 
tured paper is insignificant compared with the total im- 
port, most of the trade being with Austria-Hungary. 
Cheapness no doubt is essential, but with education, trade 
and general prosperity rapidly advancing in Egypt it is 
to be hoped that British paper manufacturers will endeavor 
to secure a larger share of what promises to be an im- 
portant branch of trade. During the first six months of 
1900 the total value of the imports of paper, &c., into 
Egypt was £88,693, an increase compared with the cor- 
responding period of the previous year, when the amount 
was £82,885.” 
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News From THE [IILLs. 


The Great Northern Paper Company this week started 
its seventh machine at its Millinockett (Me.) mill. 

The Alexandria Paper Company, Indianapolis, Ind., will 
put in a new machine, for which an order has already 
been given. 

The average shipment of paper from the Millinockett 
(Me.) mill of the Great Northern Paper Company is now 
1,100 tons a week. 

The International Paper Company has purchased large 
tracts of timber lands in Aroostook County, Me., formerly 
owned by R. D. Hill, of Bangor. 

At the Gould paper mill, Lyon Falls, N. Y., a few days 
ago, Michael Maher was blinded by the dense steam and 
stepped into an open ditch into which the hot water 
and acid from the digesters are emptied, and was painfully 
scalded. 

The International Paper Company is keeping separate 
the product of one acre of land from which 62 cords of 
poplar wood were cut, in West Rochester, Vt., to see how 
much paper can be made from it. Grass was mowed on 
this acre fifty years ago. 

Hite, Smith & Minshall have been granted the contract 
by the town council to construct a gravity water main 
from a point in Savage River known as Deep Hole to the 
West Virginia Pulp and Paper Company’s mills at Luke, 
Md., and for a new pump. 

The Kimberly & Clark Company has just installed in its 
general offices at Neenah, Wis., a small telephone exchange, 
by the aid of which any of the twelve or fifteen telephones 
in the office may be connected up to parties wishing to talk 
to particular men in the office. 

The Windsor Locks (Conn.) mill of the American Writ- 
ing Paper Company has been thoroughly overhauled, and 
will be ready to start up in about two weeks. The plant 
when completed will have cost about $175,000, and will be 
complete in every respect. It will be operated under the 
supervision of J. P. O’Brien. 

The Island Paper Company, Carthage, N. Y., which has 
resumed work again with a goodly number of employees, 
is making up for lost time by hustling in every depart- 
ment. The reconstruction of the building and the replac- 
ing of machinery have been accomplished without needless 
delay, and it is now rumored that it will not be long 


before this splendid mill will be equipped with two new 
machines and running full tilt again. 


While at work at a paper machine in the Peter Adams 
paper mill, Buckland, Conn., February 20, Alexander 
Hannah met with a serious accident. He was going the 
rounds of the machine when in some unaccountable way 
his arm became entangled in the belt, and before help 
reached him he was jammed against the iron work of the 
machine, bruising his elbow very badly. Although the 
bruise is very painful Mr. Hannah expects to be about 
again soon. 

A large addition is about to be made to the mill of the 
Rubel Brothers Paper Manufacturing Company, in 
Nutley, N. J. It will be erected in the rear of the present 
building, and will be 150x100 feet, two stories high, with 
ample provision for light. The new building will be used 
as a lithographing and printing department, which will 
give employment to over 150 hands. The work will be 
pushed with the utmost dispatch, as it is the intention of 
the company to move its extensive plant at Chicago to 
Nutley May 1, when a bookbinding department will be 
added. 


St. Bernard, La., will make an effort to have the, large 
paper mill to be erected by the United Railway and Trading 
Company located within her limits. The corporation which 
recently bought out the Kenilworth sugar estate has large 
property interests in St. Bernard possessing advantages for 
the construction of such a mill. Besides, new enterprises 
are encouraged in St. Bernard by the levying of reasonable 
assessments and, these things considered, it would not be 
a surprise if the mill was built in the parish. Some days 
ago the officials of the corporation were giving their atten- 
tion to the question of location, and whether or not they 
have reached a decision is unknown. However, St. Ber- 
nard would like to get the mill, and she is not slow in offer- 
ing inducements.

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AMONG THE MILLS. 


Work on the Island Mill—The Pulp Casket Works—The 
Herring Mill—Dynamiting a Digester— 
The St, Regis Plant, 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

CarRTHAGE, N. Y., February 18.—Work is progressing 
rapidly upon the Island Mill, which was partly burned 
several months since. The buildings are practically com- 
pleted and considerable of the machinery is again ready 
for use. The new wood machine, which had been in use 
only a few months at the time of the fire, was so badly 
burned that it was necessary t6 send away nearly every 
portion thereof for overhauling and rebuilding. Other 
manufacturing concerns pertinent to the paper trade are 
evidently in full blast. 

The coffin or casket manufactory will see some decided 
changes in the course of a few months. It is understood 
that the Doctor has sold the casket part of his business, 
together with all the machinery therefor. The writer is 
informed that the purchaser will occupy the present fac- 
tory for a time until he becomes familiar with the opera- 
tions necessary for manufacturing caskets from wood 
pulp. At the end of a few months some change will prob- 
ably be made, either the casket manufactory removed to 
another location or different arrangements made, whereby 
the business may be continued as at present. Meanwhile 
the Doctor is manufacturing wood pulp to the extent of 
the machinery in his mill. He will, so I am informed, in 
the future devote all his time to the wood pulp end of his 
present business. 

At Herring’s mill the two digesters recently purchased 
by that concern are upon the ground, and will be placed 
in position duting the next season. And quite a story 
is told about these digesters. Originally they were lined 
with cement. When purchased recently several men tried 
in vain to chip out the cement lining. A brilliant thought 
suggested blasting the cement, and a light charge of 
powder was tried. The effect was simply immense. A 
section of the shell came out, even if the cement didn't, 
and boiler makers rather than dynamiters were in im- 
mediate demand. But they won't try powder again! 

New buildings were erected at this mill during the past 
season, resulting in a considerable enlargement of the 
premises. The new hotel erected near the property has 
proved a popular resort for paper mill employees, particu- 
larly the higher grades of workers. A considerable vil- 
lage has arisen between the hotel and the river—numerous 
cottages extending almost to the banks and forming 
pleasant and comfortable residences for numerous em- 
ployees. 

I never had a better appreciation of the magnificent 
storage pond above the Herring mill than I had recently 
during a drive from the old tannery almost to the mill. 
For 3 miles the water backs up. In fact, from the 
Doctor's coffin shop to Herring’s mill, to the depth of 
14 feet, water may be stored for use in the latter named 
paper mill. The highway lies along the bank of the 
Black River the entire distance between the two points 
named, but at present the travel road lies along the 
middle of the river. [ce 20 inches thick forms a splendid 
roadbed, and a few inches of snow adds a finishing touch 
ior magnificent sleighing. 

At the big ditch of the St. Regis Company considerable 
activity prevails. From the numerous piles of rock along 
the lower end of the ditch one would imagine that an 
army had been building forts and breastworks for years. 
Tremendous piles of débris have been removed from the 
waterway and piled along the banks thereof, where the 
shattered stone fragments will remain for years, unless the 
commonwealth recognizes its opportunity and turns the 
shattered rock into splendid roads, through the medium 
of innumerable stone crushers. The cableway excavators 
are still in place on the canal, and from a casual examina- 
tion of the ditch it appears that they must be driven 
along the entire length of the ditch in order to remove the 
loose stone and earth at the top of the water line which 
is to be. There is considerable stone which will fall into 
the ditch unless removed, and these cableways will prove 
the best way of taking care of that matter. For excavat- 
ing the main portion of the canal these cableways can 
be regarded as particularly desirable. Steam shovel and 
railway track installed in the bed of the canal can dis- 
count all the cableways that can be built along the line of 
operations. Rock work is still proceeding near the head- 
gates, where considerable remains to be done. At the 
mill end of the canal several hundred ya-ds of rock are 
still to be removed. Retaining walls must be built along 
a considerable portion of the canal, and the dirt-removing 
operation carried out by the cableways, as indicated 
above. 

At the mill several feet of the bulkhead containing the 
draft tubes, yet remains tg be built. Infact, at one end of 
the bulkhead, which really is to form the lower end of the 
canal, a railway passes through, necessarily leaving a 


.the proportions originally intended for it. 


considerable amount of masonry to be done at that point. 
In fact, the entire bulkhead must be raised from 10 to 
12 feet before completion. The trusses for a new railway 
bridge-to cross the canal close to the bulkhead are already 
on the ground and will be placed in position in a few 
weeks. The draft tubes have all been set, but the water 
walls have yet to be put in position. There is no build- 
ing yet erected to contain them. 

The roof of the digester house was finished about a week 
ago. The other buildings are nearly completed, being 
entirely enclosed, but the cement floors of the woodroom 
have yet to be grouted in place. A great deal of work 
yet remains to be done on the tailrace. It will require 
weeks and months of steady labor of the hardest kind to 
prepare this conduit for waste water, so that it may attain 
The cold 
weather has been very favorable to work in this part of 
the job, as freezing of the surface has prevented the 
quicksand from troubling to so great an extent as it was 
feared. At best, however, the tailrace has been a hard 
job, and hard work, and plenty of it, is still to be done 
therein. 

Fine Mitt Construction. 

The various buildings are magnificent specimens of mill 
architecture. They are solid, well constructed, and will 
last for a long time without much expenditure for repairs. 
The internal framing is of iron; and the metal is com- 
pletely encased by a coating of cement. Both the vertical 
and horizontal beams are thus encased. Every post is 
covered with an inch or two of cement, and twisted iron 
rods are laid in wherever it is necessary to reinforce the 
cement work. The beams are likewise covered, and the 
floor, together with what may be called the floor joists, 
is formed entirely of cement. To cause this formation 
wooden molds were mounted underneath the proposed 
floor and the cement, mixed in proper proportion, was 
poured into and upon the wooden molds. Cavities were 
left between the molds about a foot deep and a couple of 
inches wide, which, when filled with cement and hardened, 
offered a close representation of the floor joists usually 
seen underneath a wooden floor. The construction of the 
wooden molds was such that every corner of the entire 
cement structure appears neatly chamfered after a most 
pleasing style, and closely resembles the effect of a wooden 
construction. Thus the iron is entirely protected from 
decay through rust. 

In the acid room I noted the same construction, and 
the iron beams of that brick building are completely pro- 
tected from the influence of acid fumes by their coating 
of cement. Two digesters have just been placed in posi- 
tion by the-MacNeil Boiler Works, of Akron, Ohio, and 
the shells will soon receive a lead lining from the Non- 
Antem Sulphite Digester Company, of New York. 

In the machine room I noted the same splendid construc- 
tion of floors already noted. Every belt and pipe hole in the 
floor was laid out and allowed for before the floor was put 
in. The back line will be in the room underneath the ma- 
chine, and connection between back line and machine will 
be effected by the usual Bagley & Sewall machine drives. 
Two of the machines are partially erected, the dryers be- 
ing all in place, and a good portion of the Fourdrinier 
part having likewise been placed in position. I noticed, 
convenient to the two machines, a very heavy roll grinder, 
which was set as solid as the hills upon two immense piers 
entirely independent of the floor or of the building fram- 
ing. This grinder was a double concern, using a wheel 
upon each side of the roll at the same time. Almost 
everything appears to be of Watertown construction, ex- 
cept the beating engines. These bear the earmarks of 
the E. D. Jones & Son Company, Pittsfield, Mass. Some 
of the rolls were lying around the beater room, and. they 
are immense, several feet in diameter, and capable of get- 
ting away with over 2 tons of stuff at a single furnishing 
of each engine. 

An industrial railway by the C. W. Hunt Company, New 
Brighton, S. I., is being placed all through the beater and 
wood rooms. This railway is fitted with trucks, having 
outside flanges on the wheels. The track is put together, 
leveled up and shored down before the cement floor is 
put in position. After the grouting has become solid the 
railway seems to possess a strength and solidity sufficient 
for any load that can possibly be placed upon it», Plat- 
form scales, set in the floor, are distributed at convenient 
points for weighing the trucks and their loadings wherever 
necessary. 

The boiler house is complete and the twenty 100 horse 
power horizontal, tubular boilers are in place. They are 
all fitted with water fronts. The connections between these 
fronts and the boiler shells are incloSed in solid brickwork. 
Four steam engines, evidently intended for driving the 
paper machines, were on the ground. They are slide valve 
concerns, each fitted with a-riding cut-off. Considerable 
of the shafting has arrived, and piers therefor are being 
built. They are solid and well constructed, and when each 
pier is surmounted by a heavy cast iron -shoe or base

HYPOCHLORITE BLEACHING.* 


A Consideration of the Question of Bleaching Efficiency— 
Results of Experiments Compared— 
Some Conclusions, 





(Continued from Tue Parer Trape Journat, February 21.) 

We now have to consider briefly the somewhat vexed 
question of bleaching efficiency. So far we have not 
spoken of the quality of the bleach obtained with the solu- 
tions which we have investigated. We do not, indeed, 
propose to go into a detailed account of the numberless 
experiments which we have made on this subject, in com- 
paring the results obtained with the various systems used 
or proposed to be used. These more recent investigations 
have shown us that wide variations in efficiency are to be 
expected even when the actual bleaching agent is a con- 
stant quantity, and that no measure of the efficiency of a 
process will be complete which does not take into account 
the influence of several factors. We cite one or two con- 
siderations in illustration: Thus hydrolysis will vary with 
the several bases, their proportion to pulp and solution, 
with the temperature, and evidently also with the condi- 
tion of the pulp. Oxidation: The mode of action of the 
active constituent of a bleaching solution, we may assume, 
will not be seriously affected by variations of temperature 
within the ordinary range, nor directly influenced by the 
base with which it is combined. But the indirect influ- 
ence of both, through the influence on the hydrolysis, may 
be considerable. We may cite experiments in illustration. 

(a.) Temperature—Two identical solutions of bleach- 
ing powder were employed upon esparto pulp, the one 
being kept at 35° C. the other at o°—4° C. The former 
was washed off when the solution was exhausted (two 
hours), the latter allowed to remain until brought up to 
an equal color (5% hours). The residual chlorine in the 
latter was determined and found to amount to 20 per cent. 
of the original; also the proportion of base not reverting 
to chloride was found to be 40 per cent. less than in the 
experiment at the higher temperature. 

(b.) Quantity of base—Five solutions of sodium hypo- 
chlorite were prepared; in one the proportion Na,O: 
Cl,0 was approximately normal; to the four remaining 
Na:O was added to increase the molecular proportion by 
I, 2, 3, 4, units. At the conclusion of the experiment the 
solutions were found equally exhausted and the gradations 
of bleach were exactly in inverse order with the incre- 
ments of base. 

We should interpret the result as follows: 

(a.) At the lower temperature hydrolysis and tendency 
to chlorination are lessened; the same result as regards 
colar being obtained with a consumption of 20 per cent. 
less of the bleaching agent, the economy is due to limiting 
its work to that of simple oxidation, and the hydrolysis 
being a minimum the oxidation is rather confined to the 
constituents upon the fibre, and not used up inefficiently 
in further oxidation of dissolved substances. 

(b.) By the addition of alkali the hydrolytic tendencies 
are increased, and the sphere of oxidation is consequently 
extended, probably to the cellulose itself. It is well known 
in fact that with very alkaline oxidations the cellulose 
fibres are weakened, and fabrics are thus “tendered.” The 
probable results therefore would be ineffectual oxida- 
tion—ineffectual, 4. ¢., from being extended beyond the 
range of the coloring constituents, and even probably by 
promoting tendencies of the opposite kind to that desired, 
i. ¢., tendencies to fix the products of oxidation upon the 
cellulose. + 

Lastly, the factor of chlorination in relation to bleach- 
ing efficiency is an element, sui generis, of the process of 
bleaching with the hypochlorites, upon the advantages or 
disadvantages of which-we would not as yet pronounce 
any final opinion. Of course we may find that it plays a 
more important and necessary part than would appear 
from a study of the final products of the process. Further 
investigation of the hypochlorites, compared among them- 
selves and with bleaching compounds into the composition 
of which chlorine does not enter, will lead to a definite 
solution of the problem, and this we have no desire to an- 
ticipate. 

The presence of residual organic chlorides in bleached 
pulps is a disadvantage which we need not emphasize, and 
to the danger of which practical men will be alive. This 
matter certainly requires attention at their hands. 
#Generally we would remark that the familiar operations 
of the bleacher, to be recognized as definite chemical proc- 
esses, require extended investigation and establishment 
upon a basis of exact knowledge, from which they will 
come to be presided over by instructed common sense, and 
not by the much invoked genius of “fog.”

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PATENTS OF THE WEEK. 


Apparatus for Collecting Pulp from Waste Waters of Paper 
Works—Square Bottom Bags—Machine for Paraf- 
fining Faper—Waterproofing Board. 


Eugen Filner, of Warmbrunn, Germany, has been 
granted an American patent (No. 668,559) for an apparatus 
for collecting pulp from waste waters of paper works. 
The apparatus is illustrated herewith. 

The cone-shaped depositing vessel a is in the present 
case made of masonry; but of course it may be made of 
iron or wood. In the vertical central axis of the hopper 
there is a reversed conical inlet, 6. The supply pipe c for 
the water to be purified opens into a cylindrical neck, d, 
of the inlet funnel and is separated therefrom by a sieve, 
e, which retains the coarser impurities, while the fibres 
carried with the water pass through the sieve. 

In the downwardly widening funnel 6, owing to the 
constant increase of section, a delay in the flow of the 
descending water takes place to a corresponding extent 
The consequence of this is that the fibres, which have 
always a somewhat greater specific gravity, and conse- 
quently possess by reason of the original speed of inflow a 
greater impetus, fall in an ever slackening stream down 
to the lower edge of the funnel and descend into the 
part of the deposit hopper, a, situated beneath it. This 
descent of the fibres proceeds the more unimpededly as 
the upwardly directed flow of the water is forced by the 
inlet funnel toward “the wall of the depositing hopper, the 
consequence of which is that an almost currentless column 
of water is formed in the centre of the depositing hopper 
and beneath the inlet funnel, into which column the fibres 
(which, of course, are mainly delivered fro.n_ the centre of 
the inlet cone) arrive in order to sink without further 
interruption into the point of the hopper. The farther 
the fibres descend into the deposition vessel the stronger 
is the mutual agglomeration of the fibres produced by the 
always narrowing shape of the hopper, and thereby an 
always greater accumulation of the same is caused, so 
that a comparatively dense mass of fibres accumulates 
in the point of the hopper, which mass, by the pressure of 
the water column above it, is forced in the usual way into 
a discharge pipe, f, and through this conveyed into a 
suitable collecting vessel. The water descending into 


the inlet funnel 6, and thus always spreading out, assumes 
first a course directed toward the wall of the depositing 
or separating hopper a, and then rises along the wall of the 
funnel, in the upper part of which is arranged the star- 
shaped system of channels, which carry off the purified 
water in such a way that any stronger flow of the rising 
water to one or more given points of the annular space 
is avoided, and thus the rise of the water in said-annular 
space can take place quietly and evenly. For this object 
a channel, g, is provided along the upper edge of the 
collecting hopper and another, h, around the upper edge 
of the inlet funnel 6, and these two channels are con-

nected with one another by a large number of channels, 3, 
in the present instance ten in number. The channels are 
open above, are of V section, and lie with their overflow 
edges at the level of the sieve e. The channels i have a 
fall from the channel A around the inlet funnel to the 
outer channel g. The purified water flows out of the 
same into the two collecting channels k 1, arranged dia- 
metrically opposite one another, from which it is dis- 
charged through down. pipes m and n. 

The avoidance of any irregular flow of the water rising 
in the upper funnel-shaped annular space between the wall 


a and the exterior of funnel b by means of the hereinbe- 
fore described method of catching it by means of the 
extended series of gutters in conjunction with the greatly 
increased retardation of the flow of the water has the 
action of precipitating or separating out any fibres car- 
ried with the water into this space and accumulating same 
on the two funnel shaped walls of this space to a sufficient 
height of accumulation. The portion of the water im- 
mediately adjoining the lower edge of the inlet hopper } 
is of course engaged by this current proceeding upward 
between the edge of the funnel 6 and the opposite wall of 
the collecting hopper. The descending portions of the 
water more toward the centre of the inlet funnel b pro- 
ceed to a certain extent first somewhat farther down and 
then turn against the walls of the depositing hopper, and 
finally also flow upward along the said walls. The an- 
nular aperture between the lower edge of the inlet funne! 
and the wall of the collecting hopper is preferably so 
calculated that an acceleration in the upwardly directed 
flow of water is also avoided at this place. It is necessary 
for this purpose to make the aperture so large that its 
total section is as large as the under opening of the inlet 
funnel b. Above the annular aperture the water passes 
into the tapering annular space between the inlet funnel 
and the upper part of the collecting hopper.

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BLEACHING POWDER. 


To Make Contract Over the Year or to Take Chances for 
Obtaining Supplies in the Open Market Is 
the Conundrum. 


A gentleman prominently identified. with the sale of 
bleaching powder volunteers the following contribution 
to the question of whether it is good policy to make con- 
tracts for supplies or to order as needed: 

“The peculiar state of affairs now existing with regard 
to bleach has been attracting considerable attention of late, 
and many a paper maker is on the anxious seat, wonder- 
ing whether he should secure his supply by contract over 
the year or wait and take his chances in the open market. 

“He is perhaps inclined to favor the latter alternative, 
because of past experience, or because the paper making 
conscience instinctively revolts at paying a higher price 
for anything. 

“What has been his experience? 

“In the latter part of 1899 the spot price of bleach 
ranged from 2% to 2%, and contracts for the following 
year, 1900, being offered at 1.45 to 1%, were naturally 
considered desirable, the result being that he was one 
of the many who eagerly took advantage of the oppor- 
tunity to secure their supply for 1900. 

“Toward the latter end of 1900 spot prices had declined 
to 1.60@1.85, and when the contract figures for 1901 were 
promulgated he was rather shocked to find that he was 
asked to pay 1.95 to 2.15. 

“This state of things was of course considered as bad 
as the position a year previous was thought good, with 
the result of considerable hesitancy in the matter of con- 
tracting. 

“The present dullness probably encourages him in his 
belief, yet there are certain undeniable facts which he may 
have failed to consider. 

“The first is the increased cost of coal and of the raw 


materials from which chloride of lime is made; the second 
is that the manufacturer is not doing business for the love 
of it, and must therefore get any increased cost out of the 
consumer. It would be foolish to expect the producer to 
demoralize this market to his own inevitable loss, and it is 
safe to assume that exports to the United States will be 
kept within such bounds as may be necessary to maintain 
prices on a remunerative basis. 

“Many of the mills have a quantity left over from last 
year, and as yet have not felt the effect of these new con- 
ditions, but the time is drawing near when there will be 
some sharp scurrying around for bleach. 

“The danger seems to lie principally in the apparent 
tendency of paper makers to sail too close to the wind. 
Hand to mouth is very often found to be a poor way of 
doing things, and some may shortly find it so.” 


Some Hints on Smoke Prevention. 

A correspondent of Steam Engineering says: “I notice 
a great many writers are agitating the ‘smoke question.’ 
It seems that no two agree or get the same results. If it 
is sO very expensive to let the black clouds of smoke belch 
out of a stack, why not try and remedy this without going 
to the additional expense of putting in smoke consumers? 
I believe the time will come when a smoky chimney will 
be a rarity, and that, too, without artificial means. My 
experience dates back since 1879, and while I was called 
Mr. Engineer I must say I took more pains and pride with 
my fire and coal pile than I did with the nice brass fittings, 
&c., on the engine. I will here give a brief description of 
a furnace that seems to fill the bill about as well as any- 
thing I have yet tried. Before the readers begin to criticise 
I would ask them to try it. Take a furnace, say 5x5 feet; 
lay a partition through the centre of it, from the front to 
the bridge wall and up to within one-fourth or one-half 
inch of the boiler. The wall should be 4 inches thick, or 
the thickness of one brick; the bridge wall should have 3 
inches slant per foot in height, and not come any closer to 
the boiler than 10 inches on top of the bridge wall. Set 


the bricks on end, 6 inches apart, across the wall, and set 
another row of bricks behind the first row, 8 inches back, 
so that this row will come in line with the 6 inch space on 
first row. Set three rows in this way and the work is done. 
When once the furnace gets hot you will be surprised at 
the results. The centre wall gets very hot and makes firing 
and cleaning out much easier; for with only one door open 
the cold air does not disturb the fire on the other side of 
the wall, either while firing or cleaning fires. The bricks 
on the end of the bridge wall get hot, and the smoke has 
to pass around and through them before it passes the 
bridge wall.” 


Paper Contract Before the Court. 


York, Pa., February 25.—The case of J. T. Kopp et 
al., trading as the York Felt and Paper Company, against 
the York Haven Paper Company, to recover $3,501 for 
118 tons of felt paper delivered to the latter company, was 
tried before Judge Bittenger and a jury in the Common 
Pleas Court last week, and is still going on before Judge 
Bittenger and a jury in court room No. I. 

The York Haven Company’s defense was that the con- 
tract entered into with the plaintiff stipulated that 200 
tons of paper were to be furnished it by November 1, 1900, 
and that payment therefor was not to be made until all 
of the paper had been delivered by that date. The York 
Company having delivered only 120 tons up to that time, 
the contract, according to the York Haven Company’s 
theory, was forfeited and nothing could be recovered by 
the York Company for the paper already furnished. The 
plaintiff contends that the contract was severable and that 
having rescinded it because of the defendant’s failure to 
make the payments on the 20th of each month, it is en- 
titled to recover the value of the paper furnished. Judge 
Bittenger excluded testimony offered by the York Haven 
Company to show losses sustained by reason of the failure 
of the York Company to furnish paper under the contract. 
These losses the defendant claims are an offset against the 
plaintiff's claim.

treme northern point of Japan and the 
southern point of Kamchatka. The island 
is volcanic; there are on it three 
about 2,800 feet in height, largely composed 
of sulphur, and the vapors which arise 
irom the centres of the cones are continu- 
ally adding to the deposits. The island is 
owned by a Japanese syndicate, which 
holds a grant from the Government of 
Japan. The sulphur deposits are about 
two miles from the coast, and the land 
surface declines gradually to Moyoro Bay, 
which is a good harbor, and is about 2,000 
miles by water from Yokohama. The 
a@sland is rocky and barren, with nothing to 
attract settlement. 

The existence of these sulphur deposits 
had been known to the Japanese authori- 
ties for many years, but the large amount 
of capital necessary to bring the product to 
market, and the lack of knowledge on the 
engineering side of the question, had de- 
layed operations to this date. The condi- 
tions were simply these: There were in 


cones 
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the neighborhood of 1,500,000 tons of sul- 
phur lying there in an almost pure state. 
It would be possible, by constructing a 
wire rope transmission plant, to convey 
the sulphur to the water’s edge, and there 
lighter it out on board steamers of almost 
any draft. This work would necessarily 
have to be done during the months from 
June to October, for the winter starts in 
early, and soon has that northern end of 
the island ice bound, and so it stays until 
jate in the spring. Snow to the depth of 
25 feet covers the ground during the win- 
ter months. On the strength of the sur- 
vey and the favorable report made on the 
return of the original party, a Japanese 
company was incorporated, and Everett W. 
Frazar, of New York, was appointed chief 
engineer of the undertaking. In May, 
1899, he arrived on the scene with about 
400 Japanese laborers, a shipload of lumber 


and tools, four miles of wire rope and a | 


good stock of general supplies. The fol- 
lowing five months were occupied in con- 
structing a rope transmission plant from 
the base of the sulphur cones to the sea 
level, in putting up buildings and in get- 
ting the barren spot ready for the busy 
operations that were bound to follow dur- 
ing the open months thereafter. In addi- 
tion to all this work, the men found time 
to carry down about 500 tons of sulphur 
before the season closed and cold weather 
drove them away. 

In May, 1900, Mr, Frazar returned and 
put the plant in full operation. The yel- 
low crystals are dug out of the hillsides 
and carried in chutes to the upper terminus 
of the rope system, where they are loaded 
into iron buckets, suspended every 300 feet 
along the line, and moved by gravity down 
to the lower end. There the sulphur is 
dumped automatically. The weight of the 
descending buckets carries back the empty 
ones, and the speed of the cable is regu- 
lated by friction brakes and an automatic 
governor. 

Mr. Frazar’s report of the 
from May 15 to October 10, 1900, are that 
10,000 tons of the sulphur were mined and 
transported to the sea level, 6,000 of which 
have shipped to Hakodate, Japan, 
where a_ refinery been established. 
The remaining 4,000 tons will be refined on 
ground at Moyoro Bay. Toward the lat- 
ter part of the season, when everything 
was running in full swing, the rope trans- 
mission plant was able to bring about 
3,000 tons per month. The season of 1901 
will probably see this new industry well es- 
tablished.

Book Publishers Agree on Prices. 


“Leading publishers of the country have 
at last reached a definite agreement upon 
the question of preventing demoralizing 
cuts in book prices, and their plan is to 
become operative on copyrighted books pub- 
lished after May 1. The Publishers’ Asso- 
ciation has been agitating this matter since 
early last summer, and the report of its spe- 
cial committee, presenting a plan for re- 
form which is comprehensive and far reach- 
ing, has just been adopted. The signatures 
of most of the leading publishers have been 
obtained to the agreement.” 

The agreement includes a reduction of 25 
per cent. in the cost of copyrighted books. 
Retail dealers will be protected from com- 
petition with publishers by the latter agree- 
ing to sell their own publications at retail 
prices. To enforce the reforms the pub- 
lishers have agreed to sell only to those 
dealers who will maintain the net prices, 
and central offices are to be established by 
the association to carry out its plans.

PAPER.—"‘Business is pretty quiet, but there is con- 
siderable inquiry.” In this sentence one of the largest 
jobbers in the New York market summarizes the situation. 
In the opinion of a few dealers the large volume of 
inquiry shows that there is a reserve demand for paper 
which would be changed into orders ii the sellers would 
only meet the ideas of buyers in the matter of price. On 
the other hand, there are a great many men in the trade 
who hold the following opinion: “You cannot give away 
goods at any price unless your customer needs them 
badly, and when such is the case price does not stand 
in the way.” From the opinions quoted above it is 
evident that the situation is mixed, otherwise such op- 
posing views of the market would not be entertained. 
This week all grades of paper are relatively in the same 
positions occupied by them for a number of weeks past. 
News continues stronger than the others. The quotations 
seen this week from the independent mills were: 2.20c. 
and 2.15c. f. o. b. New York for carload lots. In con- 
nection with these figures it should be said that the 
mills from which they come do not make an absolutely 
No. 1 grade. From mills that do make first-class paper 
the lowest quotation reported was 2.35c. delivered. The 
gentlemen in charge of sales at both the International and 
Great Northern offices agreed in saying that in their 
opinion the correct quotations on news were 2c. for 
carload orders and 2%c. for big contracts. On book 
papers the situation has not improved, as far as can be 
learned. Supers are quoted at about 3%c. and upward 
and M. F. at 3%c. According to reports some mills are 
quite busy, while others are beginning to feel the want of 
orders. The continuance of the disturbance in the soda 
pulp market is having a bad effect on the sale of book 
papers. A number of the largest dealers in manilas re- 
port that business with them is very good, but that prices 
are not as strong as they might be. The sale of white 
manilas at 134¢c. has hurt the demand for No. 2 wood ma- 
nilas. Butchers’ is still quoted at 1.09c. There is a little 
more doing in boards, but the increase is not large. We
